JURISDICTION AND VENUE

Excel alleges that it is the owner of United States Patent No. 6,847,691 
entitled $ystem and Method for Energy Management which issued on April 5, 2005 ('691 
Patent), fi. copy of the '691 Patent is attached hereto as Exhibit 1. 

8. Inncom is in the business of making and installing energy management 
systems. 

On January 29, 2007, Mark A. Agee, Executive Vice President of Excel, 
wrote Inicom for the purpose of informing Inncom of the existence of the '691 Patent 
and that Excel is the owner of the '691 Patent. At all time relevant thereto, Excel claimed 
that one or more of Inncom' s products may be covered under the '691 Patent and offered 
to license the '691 Patent to Inncom. 

Inncom denies that any of its products are covered by the claims of the 
691 Patent and denies that the ( 691 Patent is valid.

(A) Declaring that Inncom does not bfringe the '691 Patent; 

(B) Declaring that the ' 69 1 Patent is invalid; 

(Cj) Awarding Inncom its costs of suit and expenses, including its attorneys 
fees; and 
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(D) Awarding Inncom such other and further relief as it shall deem just and 



proper.
